GENERALLY 

The  statutes  relating  to  the  duties  and  operation  of  the  Montana 
Arts  Council  are  contained  in  Chapter  36,  82-3602,  H.C.M.  194",  which 
establishes  the  Arts  Council.   Chapter  5-82A-508  of  the  I-xecutive 
Reorganization  Act  of    1Q71  transfers  the  council  to  the  Department  of 
Education  for  administrative  purposes.

PRFNCIPAL  GOALS 


The  general  objectives  of  the  Montana  Arts  Council  are  to 
encourage  throughout  the  state  the  study  and  presentation  of  the  arts 
and  to  stimulate  public  interest  and  participation  therein;  to  cooperate 
with  public  and  private  institutions  engaged  within  the  state  in  artistic 
and  cultural  activities. 


MAJC«  ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


1.   Increases  in  Grant  Assistance  and  People  Served 

A  25.9%  increase  in  funds  available  through  state  and  federal 
partnership  monies  was  noted  in  this  fiscal  year-   A  marked  increase  in 
the  number  of  people  served  was  noted  over  1970-71  figures  indicating  a 
jump  from  1,909  persons  served  per  grant  in  1970-71  to  2,666  persons 
served  per  grant  in  1971-72;  with  a  total  of  120  grants — an  increase  of 
10  over  last  year — total  exposure  to  our  promotion  of  the  arts  program  was 
320,000. 


2.   Established  Artist-in-the-Schools  Program 

Initiated  through  a  $12,200  grant  from  the  National  Endowment 
a  program  to  provide  an  artist-in-residence  within  a  high  school  system 
to  act  as  a  creative  and  artistic  resource  to  both  school  and  community. 


3.   Expansion  of  our  Poetry-in-the-Schools  program 

Expanded  the  Poetry-in-the-Schools  program  to  include  19  communi- 
ties contacting  approximately  30,000  Montana  school  children  at  elementary 
and  secondary  levels. 


4.   Simplified  grant  application  procedure 

Grant  application  form  simplified  from  three  pages  to  one; 
telephone  appointment  procedure  instigated  to  eliminate  procedural  errors 
with  grant  applicants. 


5.   Poetry  anthology  published 

Twelve-hundred  copies  of  a  poetry  anthology  of  poems  written  by 
Montana  students  was  published  and  distributed  to  all  state  libraries, 
schools,  and  55  state  arts  councils  throughout  the  United  States. 


PROGRAM  DESCRIPTIONS 


PROGRAM  PRC»10TI0N  OF  THE  ARTS 

Objectives 

Through  a  program  of  grants  in  the  areas  of  technical  assistance,  broad- 
based  assistance  to  arts  organizations,  assistance  in  touring  of  art 
resources,  special  project  assistance,  and  artist-in-the-schools  projects, 
the  Arts  Council  worked  to  present  the  arts  to  the  greatest  number  of 
people  and  to  stimulate  and  encourage  the  presentation  of  arts  participation 
and  arts  activities  through  the  lowest  possible  cost  in  grants  administration. 


Achievements 

120  grants  were  awarded  to  arts  organizations  and  arts  institutions  across 
the  state. 

Secured  funds  to  expand  the  Poetry-in-the-Schools  program  by  28%. 

Established  the  Artist-in-the-Schools  program. 

Reduced  the  cost  of  administering  grants  from  8.48  cents  to  6.7  cents  per 
grant  dollar  administered.
